I. On January 29, 2003, Louisiana Unwired, LLC (Louisiana Unwired) filed a Petition for
Designation as an Eligible Telecommunications Carrier (ETC) in the above-captioned proceeding.' In its
petition, Louisiana Unwired, a personal communications services (PCS) carrier, sought ETC designation
for portions of its licensed service area in Alabama, pursuant to section 214(e)(6) of the Communications
Act of 1934, as amended.”
